It is pro- 
posed to adopt a strictly neutral attitude 
as between the major parties, and to in- 
dorse no party. Candidates will be sup- 
pocted regardless of their party affiliation, 
on the broad basis of their attitude toward 
labor and the policies which it favors. 


There can be" no question, under our 


system of government, as to the wisdom of 
the position taken by the American'Feder- 
ation of Labor. The success and power of 
the federation have been built up on a 
non-partisan political policy. During that 
period, as the council remarks, many in- 
dependent or third party movements have 
come and gone, generally existing for one 
election. 
The council makes the signifi- 


cant statement that it believes 
"the 


launching of third party movements has 
been proved wasted effort and injurious 
to the desire to elect candidates with fav- 
orable records. 
The 1922 and 1924 po- 


litical campaigns definitely 'determined 
this fact." 


Politics will wreck any movement 


working along social and economic lines 
for the betterment of the country at large 
or of a particular class. The moment it is 
put in charge of men aspiring to political 
-power and public office, that moment it is 
doomed to failure. 
The standards and 


methods of politics, its selfishness, treach- 
ery, duplicity and opportunism, are poison 
to any great cause which rests upon right 
principles and the success of which de- 
pends upon morality and justice. 


Nowhere in the world has organized la- 


bor achieved so much in its behalf for the 
improvement of the people at large as in 
the United States. Nowhere is its future 
so bright. Nowhere has it the high stand- 
ing and influence as here. It is because 
it has operated along the lines approved 
by tb,e American Federation of Labor and 
because it has been content to work with- 
in the limits and liberties set up by the 
constitution and not by the overthrow of 
our institutions. 


The decision of the executive council of 


the Federation definitely puts an end to 
the third party movement. The few re- 
maining farmers who have been sympa- 
thetic toward it soon discover, if they have 
not already, that it offers nothing to them 
and can be of no benefit to the policies 
they favor. 
The Socialists are off the 


third party movement, so that inhere is 
nothing left for it to exist upon except 
the illusions and ambitions of a few poli- 
ticians. In "Wisconsin it means that the 
Blaine organization and the bolters at 
large must come back into the fold of the 
Republican party or continue as indepen- 
dents with all the hopelessness that this re- 
bellion means.

It has been esti 
mated, however, by divers, that the 
sunken* ships have been covered with 
several feet of mud washed down with 
the watecs from nearby mountains.

feature of the game. Bad clubs or 
good clubs in bad condition inevitably 
lead to bad golf. Therefore, every two 
weeks or so I oil and shellac my 
shafts

loose iron heads and that none of the 
grips ftre loose. I leave my clubs in 
the shop in one of the racks made for 
holding golf tttgs which are waiting to 
be cleaned. This allows the clubs to 
lie in a horizontal position and takes 
the strain off the shafts. 
. After playing in 
the rain golfers 


should have their clubs dried imme- 
diately and oiled, since the rain is apt 
to eat into the shaft and rot It.
